LEGISLATION  that  would  take 
the  appointment  of  police  com- 
missioners out  of  the  hands  of  the 
people,  and  legislation  that  would 
place  the  onus  entirely  upon  land- 
lords to  see  that  their  premises 
were  not  used  by  those  breaking  the 
Liquor  Act.  was  promised  by  Hon. 
R.  H.  Pooley.  Attorney -General,  st 
yesterday  afternoon's  session  of  the 
Legislature  when  closlnK  the  debate 
on  the  budget. 

The  Attorney -General  also  Issued 
s  warning  to  high  pressure  sales- 
men, who  were  operating  particu- 
larly in  the  city  of  Vancouver.  He 
said  the  Government  was  seriously 
considering  bringing  in  legislation 
to  restrict  the  operations  of  these 
men  if  measures  could  be  found  to 
confine  their  efforts. 

In  his  opening  remarks  Mr.  Pooley 
referred  to  the  minor  that  had 
been  broadcast  by  members  of  the 
Opposition  that  he  was  to  leave 
British  Columbia  to  take  up  an  ap- 
pointment la  England.  He  was 
afraid  that  Dame  Rumor  was  living 
up  to  her  reputation. 

"If  nothing  else.  I  am  my  own 
boas,  and  1  don  t  propose  to  leave 
my  native  heath.  I  shall  take  up 
nr.  position  outside  of  this  prov- 
ince." the  Attorney  -Genera I  declared

"Complaints  have  come  from 
Vancouver  of  high-pressure  sales- 
men operating  in  that  city  Repre- 
sentations have  been  made  to  have 
their  operations  controlled,  that  leg- 
islation should  be  brought  in  to  re- 
strict them  In  their  operations. 

It  is  hard  to  bring  in  legislation 
to  prevent  people  from  being  (flot« 
tsh  enough  lo  buy  what  these  men 
try  to  sell  to  them.

In 
Los  Angeles  there  were  similar  op- 
erators. In  most  cases  their  state- 
ments, which  at  the  time  seemed  10 
be  exaggerated,  were  during  the 
course  of  a  few  months  proven  cor- 
rect.

sadness  as  well  as  happiness  upon 
him. 

At  the  Capitol  today.  Charles  G. 
Dawes  rapped  occasionally  in  the 
Senate,  and  Charles  Curtis,  of  Kan- 
sas, who  will  succeed  him  as  Vice-

It  was  pro- 
posed, should  be  stsndardixed.  com- 
mencing with  1500,1)00  proportional 
present  to  1,000.000  next  year,  and 
500.000  the  following  year  ss  a 
basis.  The  attainment  of  300.000 
was  preferred. 

CHILLIWACK    MILK  BEST 

He  gave  the  Information  that 
from  this  standpoint  of  bacterio- 
logical content,  the  best  milk  was 
not  that  within  the  short  distance 
of  the  city  of  Vancouver  On  the 
contrary,  the  Chilliwack  section  far 
excelled  the  nearest  parts. 

In  dealing  with  the  milk  supply 
he  poln ted  OUt  that  the  farmer  who 
was  able  to  main  Cain  a  good  quality 
of  milk  of  a  steady  quantity  through- 
out the  whole  of  the  year  was  the 
one  who  was  to  be  desired  In  seeking 
a  solution  of  the  milk  problem,  es- 
pecially the  fluid  mirk  supply. 

The  way  to  meet  the  situation 
created  owing  to  a  fluctuating  sup- 
ply was  to  be  met  by  two  pool  prices 
One  of  these  was  the  pool  price  for 
the  average  constant  supply 
throughout  the  year,  and  the  other 
the  pool  price  on  the  surplus,  which 
varied  snd  which  was  described  as 
the  pool  product  price.  The  former 
price  would  be  the  basic  quality 
price. 

Hie  situation  was  found  in  the 
valley  to  be  that  of  two  classes 
There  was  the  co-operative  organiz- 
ation which  was  doing  all  the  duties 
connected  with  the  handling  of  the 
milk  in  all  branches  of  the  business 
The  co-operative  body  had  accented 
all  the  milk  offered  by  its  members, 
it  was  offered  in  evidence,  said 
Dean  Clement  It  had  been  a  big 
factor  in  the  development  of  the  in- 
dustry. A  veterinarian  was  employed 
to  inspect  the  premises,  etc.,  and  a 
bacteriologist  was  also  employed. 
Various  forms  of  manufactured 
products  were  made  and  exported  by 
the  association,  and  at  the  same 
time  there  had  been  butter  manu- 
factured for  the  local  market. 

There  was  on  the  other  hand  an- 
other class,  the  Independent  pro- 
ducers who  had  been  able  to  Jump 
in  as  a  result  of  the  operations  of 
the  association,  sell  to  independent 
distributors,  and  Invaded  the  bast 
market  only,  that  of  the  fluid  milk. 

It  was  the  opinion  of  the  com- 
mission that  the  association  should 
not  be  penalised  because  It  went  into 
the  export  trade,  and  manufactured 
a  part  of  the  milk  produced,  which 
was  over  and  above  that  which  could 
be  used  In  the  fluid  market. 
EFFICIENCY  OF  SERVICE 
The  report  of  the  commission  was 
to  the  effect  that  the  mstter  should 
be  fought  out  on  a  fslr  competitive 
basis  It  was  ascertained  from  the 
Inquiry  that  the  FTsser  Valley  pro- 
ducers had  the  most  efficient  dis- 
tribution.

At  yesterday's  meeting  of 
the  committee  It  was  decided  that 
this  department  be  closed  and  the 
winding  up  of  the  loans  to  Indus- 
tries be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the 
Department  of  Finance 

The  recommendation  as  contained 
n  rhe  report  made  by  Mr.  O.  A 
Walkem.  Vancouver,  chairman  of 
the  committee,  was  the  cause  of  a 
heated  devate  as  to  the  advisability 
of  such  a  course. 

Mr.  A  M.  Manson.  Omineca,  nald 
he  was  not  in  accord  with  the  rec- 
ommendation Lieut. -Col.  Don  Mar- 
tyn  was  familiar  with  all  these  loans 
and  there  were  some  of  them  that 
needed  nursing  along  If  the  collec- 
tion of  theae  loans  were  simply 
turned  over  to  the  Department  of 
Finance,  he  was  afraid  that  the 
methods  of  a  collection  agency 
would  be  adopted.  Some  of  the  in- 
dustries needed  nursing  along,  and 
only  by  this  method  could  the  de- 
partment hope  to  secure  payment 
on  some  of  the  loans.

GROWERS  OOJECT 


Against  (  ompnlsorv  Market 
in  l,ower  Fraser 
Valley 


A  demand  on  the  pan  of  potato 
growers  of  the  Ladner  distr.ct  for 
the  withdrawal  or  that  area  from 
the  market  control  operations  was 
made  before  thr  rjrnrultural  com- 
mitter yesterday  Messrs.  fl.  A.  Cole- 
man and  W  M  m'Romery  appeared 
and  made  the  request 

Tliey  complained  that  they  had 
bgCB  taken  under  the  ccmlrol  against 
their  own  wi5hes  and  that  they  were 
not  consulted  on  the  matter  They 
had  lost  money  by  it  and  wanted  to 
get  out  Mr  Montgomery  was  In- 
troduced by  th«  chairman  of  Uie 
commit  tee.  Mr  J  W.  Berry,  as  the 
originator  of  the  early  potato  in- 
dustry in  the  Praser  Valley 

He  averted  that  he  was  illegally 
brought,  under  Uie  operation  of  the 
Act  He  had  lost  $3  000  in  trying 
to  comply  with  the  Act  but  felt 
that  he  should  now  be  left  free  to 
compete  with  the  Oriental,  against 
whom  he  was  not  afraid  if  given 
•he  rhance  Sometimes  he  spent 
$1,000  ln  fertdirer  to  carry  out  hla 
early  growing  operations 

Mr.  Montgomery  took  e*r*ptir»n 
to  remarks  attributed  to  Colonel  a 
W  Median.  Uie  commissioner  un- 
der the  Act.  of  aaylng  that  his 
trouble  was  with  the  whites  and  not 
with  Uie  Orientals. 

Colonel  Mcl^lan.  when  called,  re- 
marked that  he  had  slid  that  Uie 
Omental*  had  not  giren  trouble  in 
underselling  ln  a  retail  way.  but 
that  then-  were  white  retailers  that 
were  a  source  of  trouble  this  way 

Dealing  with  the  early  potato  sit- 
uation, he  said  that  he  differed 
from  Uie  former  commissioner  in 
that  there  should  be  nothing  in  his 
own  opinion  done  to  say  when  a 
man  should  dig  his  potatoes  or  when 
he  should  market  them  He  aaid 
that  he  would  not  Uiterfere  with  Uie 
early  Top 

He  took  Uie  ground  that  the  great 
trouble  with  Uie  British  Columbia 
potato  crop  waa  that  there  was 
actually  no  grading  done  This  waa 
the  reason  that  Yakima  potatoes  of 
no  better  quality  came  in  and  sold 
as  much  as  $5  a  ton  oveT  the  local 
product

The  Budget  brought  down  yesterday  in  the 
Federal  House  by  Mi  .1  ,mes  A.  Robb  estimates 
a  surplus  of  total  revenues  over  total  expendi- 
'ures  ti  |  M  i  tm  '  fiscal  year  of  $08,782,000 
This  surplus,  or  whatever  the  amount  event u.»iiy 
proves  to  be,  will  go  towards  reducing  the  net 
debt  of  the  country,  it  is  satisfactory  to  have  such 
a  reduction  made  within  twelve  months,  though, 
in  speaking  of  the  net  debt  of  Canada,  no  con- 
sideration is  given  to  what  is  owed  in  the  mat- 
ter of  the  Canadian  National  Railways  For  ten 
months  of  the  present  fiscal  year  there  is  a  fav- 
Otmblfl  trad.-  frtlaOO  f  $154,000,000.  It  used  to  be 
greater,  and  this  is  one  sign  of  economic  condi- 
tions which  could  well  stand  improvement.  Can- 
ada, with  her  great  resources  and  the  period  of 
development  on  which  she  has  entered,  should 
be  able  to  show  a  larger  favorable  trade  baianre. 
This  Is  a  matter  that  can  be  rectified  by  fiscal 
legislation,  though  unlikely  to  be,  so  long  as  there 
Is  a  downward  trend  in  the  tariffs  of  the 
country 

Taxation  reductions,  despite  the  surplus,  are 
not  so  great  as  expected.  The  sales  tax  is  reduced 
from  3  to  2  per  cent.  It  should  have  been  wiped 
out  long  ago  as  It  constitutes  an  aggravation  to 
the  cost  of  living.  The  tax  on  railway  and  steam- 
ship tickets  and  the  three-cent  tax  on  telegrams 
and  cables  are  abolished  There  are  tariff  adjust- 
ments and  reductions  The  mining  Industry  will 
heareafter  be  able  to  Import  certain  machinery 
and  equipment  at  cheaper  rates.  The  duty  on 
engines  for  fishermen's  boats  is  lowered,  and 
there  Is  also  a  reduction  in  the  dutlea  on  bulb 
sterilizing  appartus.  There  are  some  reductions 
In  the  duty  on  printing  machinery, 

A  point  of  interest  to  Investors  and  specu- 
lators Is  a  change  effected  In  the  method  of 
taxing  stock  sales.  The  rate  was  three  cents  on  a 
stock  of  $100  value,  and  with  a  stock  having  u  \ 
par  value  of  $1  the  tax  was  three  cents  per  hun- 
dred shares.  The  new  tax  Is  to  be  one  cent  a  share 
on  shares  selling  at  three  dollars  a  share  or  less; 
from  $3  to  $20  at  two  cents  a  share,  and  from  $20 
to  $100  at  three  cents  a  share,  and  over  $100  at 
the  rate  of  four  cents  a  share. 

Apart  from  the  ability  to  effect  a  substantial 
reduction  in  the  national  debt  the  taxation  re- 
ductions and  the  Customs  duty  changes,  the 
Budget  indicates  little  that  was  not  already 
known.  The  prosperity  of  the  country,  fostered 
by  last  year's  great  crop,  has  enabled  the  Minister 
of  Finance  to  present  optimistic  figures  and  to 
hold  out  hope  of  even  better  conditions  for  the 
coming  fiscal  year.  Oreater  taxation  reductions 
were  anticipated,  especially  in  view  of  the  cur- 
tailment of  governmental  expenditures  In  various 
directions,  and  there  will  be  some  disappointment 
'n  this  regard.

According  to  statements  made  from  time  to 
time  by  Premier  Tolmte  the  present  Provincial 
Government  Is  anxious  to  encourage  a  coloniza- 
tion policy  for  the  development  of  British  Colum- 
bia's vacant  lands.  An  interview  on  the  subject 
took  place  between  Lord  Lovat,  when  he  was 
chairman  of  the  Overseas  Settlement  Committee, 
and  Dr  Tolmte.  8lnce  then  Lord  Lovat  has  re- 
signed from  the  chairmanship  and  there  is  no 
reason  to  believe  that  any  further  negotiations 
have  ensued.  It  Is  not  possible  for  a  policy  to  be 
laid  before  the  present  session  of  the  Legislature, 
but  there  could  be  some  authority  secured,  by 
way  of  legislation,  looking  towards  an  agreement 
between  the  Provincial  Government  and  the 
Empire  Settlement  Board.  That  Is  the  step  which 
could  be  taken  now;  the  Inauguration  of  a  policy 
would  not  take  long  If  there  were  direct  contact 
between  the  Province  and  the  British  Govern- 
ment. 

Any  settlement  policy  of  the  Immediate  future 
appears  to  be  bound  up  with  the  development  of 
the  Pacific  Great  Eastern  Railway.  So  far  the 
efforts  made  to  provide  for  settlement  In  connec- 
tion with  that  colonisation  _  road  have  been 
almost  nil.  There  are  excellent  possibilities,  how- 
ever, provided  the  right  settlers  are  chosen  and 
the  land  Is  hand-picked.  Any  well  defined  land 
settlement  policy  In  connection,  with  the  P.OJC. 
presupposes  that  this  railway  will  be  completed 
to  Prince  Oeorge  and  given  connection  with 
North  Vancouver.  It.  moreover,  would  probably 
premise  the  continuation  of  the  P.OJ5.  into  the 
Peace  River  district.  The  Legislature  has  already 
provided  for  a  bonus  to  be  given  in  land  areas 
for  the  continuation  of  the  railway  onwards  from 
Prince  George,  provided  it  la  undertaken  by  pri- 
vate enterprise  That  bonus  comprises  20.000.000 
acres  of  land,  to  be  selected  along  the  route  as 
far  as  the  Peace  River  district.  The  lands  on 
either  side  of  the  proposed  route- offer  consider- 
able settlement  advantages,  particularly  for  sheep 
raising  and  a  well  defined  colonisation  policy 
could  be  worked  out  that  would  eventually  mean 
u  great  deal  to  British  Columbia's  development. 

It  would  be  an  excellent  thing  If.  after  the 
present  session  of  the  Legislature.  Premier  Tol- 
mle  could  go  to  London  and  place  proposals  be- 
fore Premier  Baldwin  and  members  of  the  Em- 
pire Settlement  Board.  He  la  thoroughly  con- 
veaiani  with  conditions  which  would  make  for 
successful  settlement  in  this  province,  he  has  the 
authority  behind  him  of  a  strong  majority  In 
the  Legislature,  and.  If  necessary,  he  can  secure 
the  aanctlon  of  the  House  at  the  present  session 
ror  the  opening  up  of  negotiations  for  a  new 
immigration  policy  More  would  be  accomplished 
by  a  personal  visit  to  London  than  could  be  hoped 
for  In  any  other  way.  and.  very  clearly,  the  best 
body  with  which  British  Columbia  can  negotiate 
is  the  Empire  Settlement  Board  which  has  avail- 
able a  sum  of  £3,000.000  annually  for  promoting 
emigration  to  the  Overseas  Dominions  If  the 
P.G-B  is  to  be  disposed  oMt  should  pass  Into  the 
control  of  Canadian  or  British  Interests  It  Is  a 
colonisation  road,  but  Its  settlement  possibilities 
have  been  largely  overlooked.  It  is  the  duty  of

Radioing  to  a  man  13.000  miles  away  to  get  htm  to 
radio  13.000  mllca  back  to  a  man  at  close  hand  m 
order  to  get  the  latter  to  hang  Up  his  telephone - 
receiver-  this  is  the  extraordinary  happening  reported 
by  Commander  Byrd  in  a  recent  dispatch  to  The  New 
York  Times. 

The  Time*,  it  appears,  found  difficulty  In  receiving 
the  wireless  messages  from  Byrd  which  are  sent  by  him 
every  night  from  his  position  in  the  Antarctic  ice,  be- 
cause of  the  peculiar  conditions  around  Its  building  tn 
New  York  City.  The  employee  receiving  these  mes- 
sages round  that  he  could  get  thern  quite  clearly  In  nil 
home  in  Astoria  across  the  East  River  from  Manhat- 
tan, so  clearly  that  by  placing  his  telephone -receiver 
close  to  his  radio  receiving  instrument  the  Byrd  dots 
and  dashes  could  be  heard  perfectly  in  The  Times 
office.

LOANS  FOR  FARMERS 

Sir. — As  the  question  of  financial 
aid  to  farmers  Is  still  being  consid- 
ered In  connection  wi'h  the  Immi- 
gration from  Oreat  Britain.  I  would 
like  to  draw  attention  to  what  oc- 
curred some  seventeen  years  ago. 
Being  the  representative  of  this  dis- 
trct  at  the  farmers  convention  in 
1DU  and  1912.  I  brought  forward  a 
motion  asking  the  Government  to 
adopt  the  system  of  loans  to  farm- 
ers as  carried  out  by  the  British 
Government  in  Ireland. 

By  this  act  a  tenant  farmer  or  an 
owner  could  borrow  money  from  the 
Oovernment  at  8  1-2  per  cent.  At 
the  end  of  twenty-two  years  the  bor- 
rower had  a  clear  sheet,  the  loan  waa 
automatically  wiped  out 

This  money  was  advanced  for  dif- 
ferent, specific  purpoHes — building  a 
farmhouse,  building  stables  and 
other  farm  offices,  draining,  clearing 
land.  etc. 

After  a  lengthy  discussion  It.  was 
finally  resolved  to  ask  the  Oovem- 
men:  to  appoint  a  royal  commission. 

At  the  luncheon  adjournment,  our 
chairman.  Mr  W  E  Scott.  Deputy 
Minister  of  Agriculture,  asked  me  to 
nominate  a  committee  to  wait  on  the 
Cabinet  at  4  .o'clock.  I  did  so.  and 
we  were  received  by  Sir  R.  Mc.Bride 
and  his  ministers.  Our  commit* ««e 
laid  before  them  the  state  of  affairs 
in  each  of  their  different  districts 
I  explained  the  working  of  the  act 
and  the  wonderful  improvement 
which  had  taken  place  in  every  part 
or  the  country  where  It  had  b'-en 
baton  advantage  of. 

The  royal  commission  was  ap- 
pointed, and  in  due  courae  a  farm- 
ers' loan  act,  of  sorts,  was  brought 
in.  It  did  not  give  what  we  asked 
for.  and  had  not  the  slightest  resem- 
blance to  the  act  I  have  mentioned 
There  is  no  reason  why  the  Do- 
minion should  not.  allocate  a  certain 
amount  to  each  province  to  be  used 
in  the  before-mentioned  manner. 

The  British  Oovernment  found 
that,  it  coat  them  nothing,  and  the 
prosperity  resulting  from  it  in- 
creased the  revenue 

I  wrote  t©  the  secretary  or  the 
Hoard  of  Works  In  Ireland,  asking  if 
there  was  much  default  In  the  haif- 
>  early  payments  from  the  borrowers, 
and  his  reply  was  that  there  was 
none  Even  during  the  "no  rmf* 
agg  I  tat  ion  the  loan  instalments  were 
promptly  paid.

Mr.  Eric  V.  Chown.  secretary  of 
the  Dominion  Lile  Underwriter./ 
Association,  and  one  of  the  principal 
speakers  of  the  evening,  outlined  the 
history  of  the  Insurance  business 
throughout  the  course  of  the  last 
century-  It  was  not  until  the  year 
1815.  he  said,  that  Insurance  be- 
came known.  In  the  year  1900. 
i431.0O0.00O  doOan  were  sunk  in 
life  Insurance,  and  the  general 
opinion  was  that  the  world  was 
saturated  with  this  form  of  Invest- 
ment Under  the  optlmlaUc  leader- 
ship  of  Mr  Cox.  first  president  of 
the  Life  Underwriters'  Association 
Ifl  the  year  1906.  however.  Insurance 
had  developed  Into  one  of  the  great 
professions  of  the  West 

Eventually  it  had  been  realized 
that,  by  working  together  In  a  co- 
operative spirit,  suspicion  and  Jeal- 
ousy could  be  eliminated,  and  today 
the  American  continent  had  secured 
eighty- five  per  cent  of  the  Insurance 
of  the  world.  In  England  It  was 
possible  for  one  company  to  have  as 
many  as  20.000  agents,  who  were 
part  tune  men  without  licences.  No 
one  in  the  Old  Country  had  the 
least  idea  how  many  agents  there 
were,  and  these  agents  were  not 
presumed  to  write  policies  for  any 
but  their  personal  friends 

JS.000,000  rig  da v 
In  the  course  of  the  last  thirty 
years,  continued  the  speaker,  life 
underwriting  had  Increased  over  one 
hundred  per  cent  in  England.  800 
per  cent  in  the  United  States,  and 
1.000  per  cent  in  Canada  Today  it 
was  being  written  at  the  rate  of 
$3,000,000  for  every  working  day 
Speaking  of  the  principles  of  the 
Underwriters'  association  Mr  Chow  n 
painted  out  that  the  three  dominant 
factors  were:  loyalty  to  ones  com- 
pany and  agency,  loyalty  to  one's 
clients  and  their  prospects,  and  loy- 
alty to  the  association. 

Mr.  H.  O.  Garrett,  superintendent 
of  insurance  for  British  Columbia, 
said  In  the  course  of  a  short  address.  | 
that  he  felt  sure  that  the  future  of 
the  insurance  profession  was  as- 
sured "The  attitude  which  we  take 
in  the  department  is, '  he  tdded.

VANCOUVER.  March  1  I  find 
it  difficult  to  take  Mr.  Pooley 'a 
statement  very  seriously.  It  con- 
tains many  absurdities  and  would 
sem  to  Indicate  that  the  Attorney - 
Orneral  is  not  very  familiar  with 
Juvenile  court  work."  said  Mrs  Helen 
Gregory  MacOUl  today  on  reading 
a  statement  issued  at  Victoria  on 
Thursday 

"In  the  first  place,  let  me  explain 
Uiat  I  have  never  had  one  wotd  of 
criticism,  complaint  or  advice  from 
Mr.  Pooley  or  his  department  re- 
garding my  work  as  Judge  ol  the 
Juvenile  court,  since  Mr  Pooley  as- 
sumed office 

-  His  reference  to  the  alleged  com- 
plaint of  officers  that  I  had  refused 
to  commit  girls  brought  up  by  them 
nJore  than  once  is,  to  my  mind, 
ridiculous. 

"Would  he  set  up  the  officers  as 
better  authorities  than  the  Judge?  1 

BOYS  AND  GIRLS 
"Mr.  Pooley*  statement  that  the 
number  of  boys  and  glrLs  brought 
before  the  court  is  about  equal  Is 
simply  absurdly  inaccurate. 

In  1938  there  were  over  400  boys 
before  the  court  and  only  fifty- 
eight  girls.  The  latter  fifty-eight 
were  those  who  appeared  oflclally 
before  the  court  and  could  legally 
be  committed.  Even  among  'hem 
were  many  so  young  that  they  could 
not  have  been  committed.  Of  course, 
we  handled  In  addition  a  great  man- 
dependent  and  neglected  girls  whose 
cases  never  come  officially  before 
the  court. 

"As  to  the  charge  that  I  refused 
to  commit  girls  who  should  have 
been  committed,  let  me  simply  say 
that  I  used  my  best  Judgment  In 
every  individual  case. 

.  PROBATION  POLICY 
"Let  me  remind  Mr.  Pooley  that 
both  the  Federal  and  Juvenile  De- 
linquent Acts  make  it  ImperaUve 
that  probation  be  used  as  the  cor- 
rective as  far  as  possible  and  that 
commitment  to  the  industrial  home 
is  the  very  last  resort. 

'  For  years  I  have  had  the  assist- 
ance of  the  highly-trained  social 
workers  employed  by  city  orga luxa- 
tions in  this  probation  work  I  must 
say  It  is  a  queer  thing  to  hear  a 
judge  criticised  for  not  filling  up  a 
place  like  the  Industrial  school, 
which  has  only  accommodations  for 
forty-eight  when  filled. 

"Some  time  ago  two  glrLs  whom 
I  committed  to  the  industrial  school 
were  sent  to  Oakalla  without  my 
being  consulted  in  any  way  although 
the  act  provides  that  the  committing 
Judge  should  be  consulted.  A  little 
later  they  were  returned  to  the  In- 
dustrial school  at  the  Instance  of 
the  governor  of  the  gaol,  as  1  am 
Informed. 

1)1  II  VltON  homi 
"As  to  the  statement  that  I  al- 
lowed girls  out  on  suspended  sen- 
tence. Surely  Mr.  Pooley  knows  that 
that  Is  the  very  essence  of  Juvenile 
court  reclamation  work  everywhere. 
We  must  use  probation  to  the  ut- 
most. Under  the  act  there  t*  but 
one  sentence,  an  indeterminate  term 
In  the  Industrial  school  for  not  le.s> 
than  two  years.  Of  course  there 
can  be  remission  or  shortening  of 
the  term  If  the  girl  makes  a  good 
record  at  the  school. 

"Mr  Pooley  speaks  of  my  refusing 
to  send  girls  to  the  home,  and  I 
may  point  out  that  the  d-tentici. 
home  Is  simply  a  place  where  Ju- 
veniles are  kept  temporai.lv  until 
their  cases  are  disposed  of  The  In- 
dustrial school  is  the  only  place 
to  which  they  are  committed." 


The  directors  of  the  Victoria 
Chamber  of  Commerce  yesterday  en- 
dorsed the  resolution  of  the  tourist

The  chamber  also  urged  that  no 
concessions  for  power  development 
be  granted  by  the  Provincial  Gov- 
ernment that  would  interfere  with 
the  waters  of  Buttles  Lake  or  would 
destroy  or  impair  any  of  the  natural 
beauties  of  any  part  of  Strathcona 
Park 

The  matter  will  be  forwarded  to 
the  Vancouver  Board  of  Trade  for 
Its  endorsement,  it  was  decided. 

Mr.  Claude  L.  Harrison  told  the 
me-tlng  that  the  Dominion  Govern- 
ment would  not  have  the  Strathcona 
Park  area  as  a  naUonal  park  if  Uie 
natural  beauty  of  the  timber  was  in 
any  way  spoiled  Mr  D.  W  Camp- 
bell contended  that  the  Govern- 
ment should  not  grant  power  lights 
which  would  result  In  the  destruc- 
tion of  the  scenic  beauties  of  the 
park  isfaUng  he  believed  that  power 
could  be  developed  without  destroy  - 
ing the  natural  beauty  of  the  loca- 
tion 

In  a  letter  from  Major  J  A  Moth- 
erwell, chief  fisheries  inspector  at 
Vancouver,  the  board  was  Informed 
that  a  permanent  fisheries  officer 
would  be  appointed  with  headquar- 
ters at  Victoria  in  the  near  future. 

The  Shipping  PederaUon  of  Brit- 
ish Columbia  Is  seeking  the  support 
of  the  chamber  in  protesting  agairtsi 
any  change  in  domestic  grain  freight 
rates  which  would  have  the  effect 
of  diverting  the  grain  traffic  through 
Pacific  Coast  Puget  Sound  ports.

From  eacli  casting  a  piece  is  cut 
for  microscopic  and  chemical  analy- 
sis and  the  casting  Itself  ta  subjected 
io  an  acid  bath  to  reveal  possible  im- 
perfections. Each  casting  is  num- 
bered and  pointed  with  key  colors 
denoting  its  quality  and  the  purpose 
lor  which  it  it,  to  be  used. 

Each  step  in  the  machining  u 
checked  by  mechanic*,  who  watch  lor 
defects  and  measure  for  size  and 
accuracy.  Finally  each  machined 
piece  receives  another  thorough  ex- 
amination before  assembly 

THREE  HOI  R  TEST 

Each  assembled  motor  Is  given  a 
three-hour  block  test,  two  hours  at 
normal  speed  and  one  hour  at  nearly 
full  raptrity  It  15  then  completely 
dismantled  and  each  part  examined 
and  put  on  the  block  again  for  a 
flnnl  test  run.  the  last  half  hour  ol 
which  is  at  full  throttle  with  a  check 
upon  the  oil  and  gasoline  consump- 
tion The  motor  then  is  ready  for 
the  market.
